Fire 
Chief Chuck Murnane has sent a 
letter to property owners telling 
them, “all remaining boxes must 
be physically removed from the 
building, unless specific 


approval is granted by the fire 
department.”

HE WEAVED

George Nason is a serious 
gardener and therefore knows a 
lot about garden spiders. He'll 
never pound his fists when what 
some call “those pesky little 
creatures” move into his River 
Street garden. Nason is a natu- 
ralist and embraces spider web- 
making, believing those webs 
are beautiful when sunlight cap- 
tures them in the early morning, 
he said. 

Not surprisingly, a Hal- 
loween spider web decoration 
recently captured his attention. 
Its lack of authenticity troubled 
him and that’s when it clicked — 
he would make his own web that 
would truly reflect the style of a 
garden spider, which is called 
the orb style. 

“A black widow spider does 
not make the orb style web. She 
has a different style,” Nason 
pointed out. 

He turned to some old skills 
her learned when his son was 


growing up and did magic tricks 
and his daughter, an artist, was 
perfecting her trade. He found 
some rope clothesline and has 
made a large orb-style web that 
has been placed in his front yard 
close to River Street, which is in 
the Ballardvale section of town. 
It is about 20 feet wide and 17 
feet high. 

Its style is authentic, as 
Nason made and painted a col- 
orful garden spider which sits 
comfortably at the top of his 
web. 

“I had to put a spider on it, to 
make it authentic,” said Nason, 
who is married to the town’s 
bluebird expert, Audrey Nason. 

His homemade web captures 
morning sunlight, just like a real 
orb-style web.

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Fisai drug 
approved for 
late-stage 
Alzheimer’s

Some 4.5 million people including an esti- 
mated 500 in Andover — are afflicted with 
Alzheimer’s disease and now a medication proven 
to help even those with late-stage Alzheimer’s is 
on the market. 

Prior to the Oct. 16 approval by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), the popular pill Ari- 
cept could not be given to people with late-stage 
Alzheimer’s. Now, those people can take it. 

“It’s exciting news and we're very happy for 
our clinical colleagues in New Jersey,” said 
Michael Lewis of Eisai Medical Research, which 
has offices in Andover as well as Teaneck, N.J. 
and Tokyo 

Lewis, who lives in Andover, said medical 
research being done in Andover is for oncology 
and immunology. Eisai is getting ready to move 
into their brand new research building in west 
Andover in January and moving with the compa- 
ny are the compounds used for a new breast can- 
cer drug currently being researched. That has 
been the big news at the Andover site, but the 
news out of New Jersey last week is important, 
too. 

“Human health care is our mission.” Lewis 
said. “While we focus on oncology and immunol- 
ogy, we're very happy about this... It will help a 
lot of patients and their caregivers.” 

Using national averages, Lewis figured that 
about 500 Alzheimer’s patients live in Andover 
and about 100 of them are late stage They are 
among those who could benefit most from the 
FDA-approval as they can now take Aricept in the 
late stages of AD, he said. 

The FDA-approval is based on a six-month 
clinical trial that involved 248 Swedish nursing 
home patients with severe Alzheimer’s disease 
Results were published in the medical journal. 
The Lancet, in March . Patients who took 10 mgs 
of Aricept daily had better cognitive skills and 
functioned better in their daily lives than the 
group who did not take it 

“With this approval, we now know that Ari- 
cept can provide benefit in memory, thinking and 
daily living in people living with severe AD,” said 
Judee Shuler of Eisai’s medical affairs office in 
New Jersey. She took part in the three-w ay con- 
ference call on Monday that connected the Jowns- 
man and Eisai. 

With this approval, Aricept becomes the first 
and only prescription medication to treat the full 
spectrum of AD. That spectrum has three medical 
tiers — mild, moderate and severe. 

While there is no cure for Alzheimer’s disease, 
daily doses of Aricept have been proven to slow 
down the progression of symptoms, such as mem- 
ory loss, according to the company

Romney's administration on the measure, which 
could save an estimated $134 million if it is suc- 
cessfully implemented over the next five years.

PON HEARING OF THE RECENT 
TRAGEDY in Pennsylvania’s Amish 
country, a group of local fifth- 
graders at Temple Emanuel wanted to do 
something for the students at West Nickel 


Mines Amish School and for the families of 


those involved in the shooting rampage 
there on Oct. 2. 

With the victims’ average age of 10 and 
such a gruesome crime committed, it was 
not easy for the school to figure out how to 
handle that request from the kids. In addi- 
tion, it’s a different faith — a faith that made 
headlines for its forgiveness. Should that be 
discussed? Just how much of the Amish 
tragedy should be discussed with fifth- 
graders? And, what about their parents? Was 
it OK to be talking about the crime with 
someone else’s 10-year-old? 


Teacher Sherry Gordon-Shulik of 


Andover reached out first to a friend who is 
a nurse in Lancaster, Pa. 

“She knew all the families involved and 
had told me the details of what happened 
and how the people were dealing with it.” 
she said. “She said they don’t understand 
about such violence. Amish kids don’t know 
about Columbine or 9/11. It’s their faith that 
will get them through it.” 

Gordon-Shulik was encouraged to call 
the Mennonite Disaster Service. She did and 
the group responded with thoughtful advice 
on how to talk about the tragedy with 10- 
year-olds in Andover. She was reminded 
that children internalize situations. Instead 
of the crime, the important part of this les- 
son was caring. 

“My goal was not to focus on specifics of 
the tragedy, but the power we had to show 
how much we care to the Amish communi- 
ty,” Gordon-Shulik said. 

The Mennonite group suggested cards 
and a wall-hanging, and this class jumped 
on it. “We want to make your sadness 20 
away” and “We want to show you that peo- 
ple care” are some of the messages enclosed 
on the cards that were mailed to Pennsylva- 
nia earlier this week. Many cards were also 
decorated with Amish symbols. 

“Maybe for a minute these Amish fami- 
lies will read our cards and feel our love and 
Support and not their pain,” Gordon-Shulik 
said. 

She said it was an “empowering experi- 
ence” for her kids as they learned how to 
make a difference in how another person 
feels. 

The kids picked a soft pretty pink color

Fs Wales COULD NOT OPERATE without its town 
yard. Police gas up their cruisers there. Town 
plows and sanders gather sand and salt at the yard to 
make the roads safe during the winter. Town vehicles 
and other equipment are repaired and housed there. 

But for too long the town has been without a com- 
prehensive plan for how Andover will expand its 
town yard to keep up with the growing community. 
At Town Meeting, residents have had to approve 
money for Band-aid solutions to keep the hidden and 
dilapidated, but crucial areas running safely, 

Selectmen’s vote on Monday supporting the con- 
struction of a new building for the parks department is 
a good first step to the board supporting a full, long- 
range plan. Most residents would fight a new town 
yard being created in their neighborhood, so town 
officials said they plan to keep the yard in its central. 
ized location behind the Andov er Public Safety Cen- 
ter. The new building will increase in size, to 3,420 
Square feet, and contain a three-bay garage for equip- 
ment, including lawn mowers and snow blowers: a 
workroom for repairing and rebuilding items such as 
park benches; a mechanical repair shop; and other 
office space and facilities. 

However, Andover still needs more space to ade- 
quately protect and maintain al] of its expensive 
equipment and materials, The project will never have 
a strong constituency Supporting it. But Andover 
needs to take a serious look at Plant and Facilities 
Director Joe Piantedosi’s idea of creating a “land 
bank.”

When John Adams of Massa- 
chusetts defended to British Sol- 
diers involved in the Boston 
Massacre, he was vilified as a 
Tory supporter and lost much of 
his law practice while the case 
was tried in Boston. Adams 
stood for the great American 
constitutional principle that 
everyone has the right to a trial, 
assumed to be innocent until 
shown to be otherwise. He 
showed courage in the face of 
great personal adversity 

Contrary to Adams’ princi- 


pled stand with the British sol- 
diers over 200 years ago, the 
Congress recently passed and the 
president signed a bill that pur- 
portedly provided a legal frame- 
work for those accused of terror- 
ism, but also essentially nullified 
the principle of habeas corpus, a 
right that Adams understood and 
predates our own republic. A 
writ of habeas corpus assured 
those who were incarcerated an 
opportunity to Know what they 
are accused of and, if finding 
none, to be released from prison 
Based on the recent legislation, 
many incarcerated at Guan- 
tanamo and other unnamed loca- 
tions may not be afforded this 
very basic and fundamental 
right. 

It was reported that the legis- 
lation was a result of a “compro- 
mise” reached between the 
White House and Congressional 
leaders. In my view, the Con- 
gress and the president have 
betrayed one of the bedrock prin- 
ciples of our Constitution 
Where will the compromising 
end? When will the courage 
begin? 

Regarding the political sig- 
nage, I will continue to express 
my first amendment right to free 
speech. Regardless of the politi- 
cal views I May espouse or 
which candidates I may support, 
to deny anyone in America their 
right to free speech is both un 
American and unpatriotic

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For husband of witch, Andover was the worst of his times 


In the 1930s, an excava- 
tion crew looking for gravel 
in Marlborough, Conn. 
found the bones of several 
people. Records showed the 
land Was Owned in the [Sth 
Century by the Carrier fam- 
ily, and they had maintained 
a family cemetery there 
While in his 70s, Thomas 
Carrier and his children had 
become one of the original

settlers of the area and had 
built a house and gristmill 
on the Jeremy River in 
1701. He became one of the largest landowners in 
the area. Most people chose to be buried in church 
cemeteries, but Carrier chose to have his own fam- 
ily burial plot. He was buried there in 1735. 

After the excavation crew found them, the Car- 
rlers’ remains were taken to the Marlboroug! 
Cemetery and buried again. A monument was pu 
up but no one knows who did it or paid for it. The 
monument Is confusing, and the names of Thomas 
Carmier’s sons are repeated. The names of two o 
those sons and their wives also appear on tomb- 
stones at the nearby Colchester Congregationa 
Church. Oddly, there are two other people buried 
in the new Carrier plot who were not moved there 

Yet the life of Thomas Carrier is more unusua 
and mysterious than what happened after his 
death. Carrier was 109 when he died 


Family 
members maintained he was 113. A few days after 
he died, the June 9, 1735 New England Journal 
reported, “His head, in his last years, not bald not 
his hair grey. Not many days before his death he 
traveled on foot six miles to see a sick friend, and 
the day before he died he was visiting his neigh- 
bors. His mind was alert until he died, when he fell 
asleep in his chair and never woke up.” 

Thomas left five children, 39 grandchildren and 
38 great-grandchildren. Until close to his death, it 
had been his practice to walk daily 18 miles to 
market with a sack of meal over his shoulder. He 
was a fast walker with an erect bearing, and was 
valled the “Tall Man.” His height was 7°4°. When 
he was younger, Carrier was known for being very 
swift of foot. Physically, he must have been the 
most amazing man of his time, perhaps of any 
time; yet, little is known about him, except what 
appears in this column. The worst time in his 
exceptional and long life occurred while he was in 
Andover 

Prior to settling in Connecticut in 1700. 
Thomas Carrier and his family had lived in 
Andover. In 1710, he completed his business with 


- 


Massachusetts when the colony reimbursed him 
for expenses he'd previously been charged for his 
wife and children’s prison fees. Those expenses 
were incurred in 1692, the year his wife, Martha 
Carrier, was hung for being a witch. The influen- 
tial Puritan minister Cotton Mather had said of her, 
“This rampant hag, Martha Carrier, was the person 

of whom the confessions of the rest agreed that the 
devil had promised her she should be the Queen of 
Hell.” She has come down through history as one 
of most famous of the accused witches and w as the 
most infamous “witch” in New England for a short 
time 

The so-called evidence that Martha Allen 
“Goody” Carrier was a witch was one-sided and 
overwhelming; at least 12 people testified against 
her. In Andover, where her family members, the 
Allens, were some of the earliest settlers, she was 
disliked as an argumentative scold. Her neighbor, 
Benjamin Abbot, said she threatened him over a 
boundary dispute and, as a result, he developed 
boils and when his side was lanced, gallons of pus 
drained out. (The land in question is at or neat 
where Benjamin Abbot later built what is now 
called “The Old Abbot Homestead.” near the cor- 
ner of Andover Street and Reservation Road. Like- 
ly, the Carriers lived very nearby.) 

Ann Foster, an accused witch, said she rode on 
a broomstick with Martha, but the stick broke 
requiring Foster to cling to Martha’s neck. Two of 
Martha's sons and her 7-year-old daughter testi- 
fied against her. The sons’ testimony came after 
being tortured. All three, plus another son, were 
accused of being witches 

Thomas Carrier was not accused nor mentioned 
in the proceedings. Nothing is known about what 
he thought or how he behaved during this horrible 
time. Andover historian Sarah Loring Bailey said 
in her 1880 book, Historical Sketches Of Andover 
(Houghton Mifflin & Co.), “He seems to have 
been blessed with a comfortable temperament, for 
notwithstanding the misfortunes which befell him 
as a husband and father in the course of these 
witchcraft trials ... sorrows enough to have brought 
some men to a premature grave — he lived to an 
age of 109 years." 

Goody Carrier did not help herself in court. 
(“Goody ‘ 


Was a polite term of address for a 
woman of humble social standing; it being derived 
from term “good wife.”) She stubbor nly exclaimed 
her innocence in front of the judges, even though a 
guilty plea would have likely spared her life, and 
the tone of her answers were not what you'd 
expect [rom a person facing a death sentence. The 
questions she was asked were absurd and insulting 
although, of course, her accusers and most people 
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in the courtroom didn’t think so. Carrier’s answers 
were blunt. At one point she said to the judges, 

“You lie, I am wronged.” The judges were so 
aggrieved by her behavi ior that she was ordered out 
of the court, tied hand and foot 

All those found guilty of being witches con- 
fessed, except Martha Carrier, who shouted het 
innocence from the gallows before she was hanged 
on Aug. 19, 1692, along with four men. The exe- 
cuted witches were roughly buried together in a 
common grave that was only two feet deep. A 
hand, foot, and chin were left showing on the sur- 
face. It is not known whether Thomas C arrier tried 
to retrieve his wife’s body to give her a decent bur- 
ial. (Lest you think the absurdity of the witch hunt, 
trials, torture, and executions were ended because 
the people, ministers, and judges came to their 
senses, that was not the case. The absurdity was 
halted when Gov. William Phips ordered it so after 
his wife was accused of being a witch in the fall of 
1692. He then pardoned the convicted witches.) 

Thomas and Martha Carrier had not been wel- 
comed in Andover when she had returned to her 
hometown. The Carriers had earlier been married 
in Billerica on March 4, 1674, after she had named 
Thomas as the father of the child:they would have 
two months later. She was 20 years younger than 
he. In 1676, the Carriers had been warned by Bil- 
lerica selectmen to leave town immediately or pay 
20 shillings per week. (Thomas was once listed as 
the second highest taxpayer there, so the family 
was likely not poor.) 

More than two centuries later, in 1999, the Bil- 
lerica selectman reversed the order, apologizing to 
the Carrier family. One of the selectmen said the 
records weren't clear about the reason for the ban- 
ishment, but said his wife was a Carrier descendant 
and believed the Carriers were told to leave 
because they were spreading smallpox. The Carri- 
ers possibly moved to North Billerica; in any 
event, it’s believed they were in Andover by 1685. 
However, in 1690 the Carriers were “warned” out 
of Andover because of the smallpox outbreak that 
was blamed on them. (An historical note: towns 
often “warned” people not to set- 
tle in or to move out of tow n | 
because, under law, towns were 
responsible for the poor and 
needy and they didn’t want to 
bear the cost. This tendency to 
“warn” became common for rea- 
sons other than poverty, but was 
not enforced as often as voted. ) 

When Thomas Carrier mar- 
ried Martha, he was known as 
“Thomas Morgan, alias Carrier.” 
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One theory for this is that he was born in Wales 
where the word “ap” meaning “son of” was often 
added to surnames. When he was born in 1626 his 
name may have been Thomas Morgan ap Carrier. 
However, the Carrier family genealogy contains an 
interesting story. Thomas may have played an 
important role in the beheading of Charles I in 
1649, perhaps as one of the executioners. The exe- 
cutioners were paid 100 pounds and wore masks, 
something that would not have disguised 
Thomas’s identity, given his size. When the 
monarchy was restored in 1660, Charles II par- 
doned all revolutionaries except the regicides, 
which included judges and executioners. 

In 1655, Thomas Morgan, alias Carrier, perhaps 
fearing for his future in England and knowing he 
would never be able to hide because of his size, 
immigrated to Cambridge. He soon moved to Bil- 
lerica. After the English Restoration and condem- 
nation of regicides in 1660, it would have been 
important to adopt the new name, “Carrier” and 
drop the “Morgan.” He did that before moving to 
Andover. If, following the restoration of the 
monarchy, the people in Billerica knew Thomas 
was a regicide, they may have warned him out of 
town for that reason. It would be odd that the Car- 
riers were told to leave Billerica in 1676 because 
they were spreading smallpox,and then warned to 
not settle in Andover 14 years later for the same 
reason (there is documentation for smallpox being 
the reason for the warning in Andover). 

Additional evidence that Thomas Morgan/Car- 
rier was a regicide comes from the diary of Major 
General William Goffe, one of people who signed 
the death warrant for Charles I. He barely had 
escaped to the colonies and lived secretly in 
Hadley, Mass. for many years. After his death, his 
diary was read and it listed the names of 19 regi- 
cides “condemned and in the Tower, but Morgan 
was not in the Tower,” meaning Morgan had like- 
ly escaped.

Andover issues show it is a town co

It's been talked about, 
planned and funded for years. 
Now, in the spring of 2007, a 
multi-million dollar Main Street 
reconfiguration project will 
begin — finally. 

The Main Street project is one 
of several efforts by Andover 
officials to help cope with the 
increasing demands of a growing 
population. 

New sidewalks, curbing, traf- 
fic signals, signage, and, in some 
places, additional turn lanes will 
all be included in the project. 

Besides providing a facelift to 
the area surrounding the down- 
town roadway, the reconfigura- 
tion will also aim to decrease 
travel time for motorists and 
increase pedestrian safety, said 
Public Works Director Jack 
Petkus. 


The contract for construction 


will be awarded this fall, and 
because Route 28 is a state high- 
way, all standard construction 
costs for the project will be cov- 
ered by the state and federal gov- 
ernments, said Petkus. Andover 
residents have approved addi- 
tional money for items such as 
special streetlamps and benches. 
The Main Street project is one 
of several being designed for 
Andover. Others include a new 
lights for Route 125, a new ramp 
off Interstate 93, and recent work 
on town streets to calm traffic. 


Construction 

The Main Street redesign is 
not the only issue that officials 
have discussed for years. Both 
officials and residents have long 
debated the best way to control 
future growth, as the amount of 
prime land in Andover disap- 
pears and developers turn to

more challenging parcels. 

In 1999, Andover created a 
town wetlands bylaw as one 
means to control construction. 
The bylaw prohibits dwellings 
from being constructed within 50 
feet of bordering vegetative wet- 
lands and from 75 feet within the 
Haggetts Pond Watershed Pro- 
tection District, where the town’s 
water supply is located. 

At last year’s Town Meeting, 
some residents tried to repeal the 
town’s wetlands bylaw, saying 
they were concerned at how the 
Conservation Commission was 
limiting what current residents 
could do on their land. The peti- 
tion was defeated by a relatively 
close margin, according to Con- 
servation Director Bob Douglas. 

With the economic pressure 
for more development in 
Andover so great, the town 
bylaw is the best way to protect 


the towns natural resources. 
argues Douglas. But some resi- 
dents remain concerned about 
town limits on what they can do

The Andover Housing Authority was orga- 
nized in June 1948 and manages 218 units of 
state-aided housing for elders and disabled people 
at Chestnut Court, Grandview Terrace, Frye Cir- 
cle and Stowe Court. In addition, there are 56 
units of two-, three- and four-bedroom family 
| housing units in Memorial Circle. The AHA has 
an award-winning National Association of Hous- 
ing and Redevelopment Officials State Escrow 
Program that has allowed several families to tran- 
sition out of public housing into the private hous- 
ing market. 

The AHA also administers other state and fed- 
eral housing programs, such as Section 8 pro- 
grams. It owns a home under the State Chapter 
| 689-1 program that houses developmentally dis- 
| abled adults. There is an Andover Police sub-sta- 
| tion located in Grandview Terrace which houses a 


computer learning center as well, part of an 
award-winning New Horizons For Youth After 


School Program that takes place weekdays in the 
Stowe Court Community Room. 

The AHA administers a 127-unit Federal Sec- 
tion 8 Leased Housing Choice Voucher Program 
through HUD and is completing a 25-slot Family 
Self Sufficiency Program through HUD as well. 

Christine (Poschen) Metzemaekers is the 
executive director of the Andover Housing 
Authority.

Along with the Department 
of Public Works, the Plant and 
Facilities Department oversees 
Andover’s capital improvement 
projects. The department is 
responsible for Andover’s 1.3 
million square feet of town 
buildings and 120 acres of 


fields, and is also in charge of 


contacting and purchasing utili- 
ties and fuels for the town. 

The department has begun a 
five-year roof replacement pro- 
gram for the town’s schools, 


with sections of the roofs of 


Andover High School, Doherty 
Middle School, and Sanborn 
and South elementary schools 


all ee for ‘sdieasaiie in 
Fiscal Year 2008. Short-term 
repairs have already been made 
to all of these roofs, which are 
all more than 20 years old and 
past their 15-year warranties.

RECYCLING 


Andover has curbside pickup 
of recyclables on trash day once 
every other week. A brochure 
“Andover Recycles” gives the 
schedule for when recycled goods 
are picked up on each street. It is 
available in the lobby of Town 
Offices, the library and 
Andover’s water treatment plant 
on Lowell Street (Route 133). 
People can also check out the 
Andover Recycling Committee's 
Web site: 
www.andoverma.gov/recycle. 

People recycle by placing 
items in blue bins provided by the 
town. Additional blue bins are 
available for free to residents at 
the water treatment plant 

Items collected include: 
Paper: Clean paper, including 
newspapers, magazines, catalogs, 
junk mail, envelopes, paper bags, 
phone books, office and computer 
paper, file folders, fax paper, sta- 
tionery, all books (remove hard 
covers), spiral notebooks, 
boxboard (such as cereal boxes - 
remove liners). Place in paper 
bags or bundle with string. Shred- 
ded paper must be contained in a 
paper bag and stapled or taped 
closed. 

Glass: Clear, green and brown 
are OK. Please rinse before recy- 
cling. No dishes, windows, 
ceramics, light bulbs, mirrors, 
Pyrex or broken glass 

Metal, aluminum: Stee! and tin 
cans and containers, and any 
materials made of aluminum 
Rinse and crush, if possible. Caps 
and lids are OK 

Plastics: All No. | - 7 plastics 
(numbers are usually stamped on 
bottoms of containers). Please 
rinse and crush, if possible, to 
save space. No plastic wrap, Sty- 
rofoam packaging peanuts, plas- 
tic bags or rubber bands. 
Corrugated cardboard: Break 
down, flatten and fold boxes and 
other pieces of cardboard into 
two-by-two-feet pieces, then tie 
or tape them together and place 
next to the recycling bin. No 
greasy or food-stained items. 

Recyclables are banned from 
the trash. Place glass and metal 
containers, aluminum and plastics 
on the bottom of a blue recycling 
bin or in a separate bin. Place 
paper materials in brown paper 
bags on top of the other recy- 
clables or in a separate blue bin at 
the curb by 7 a.m. 


Getting rid of banned items 
Andover holds household haz- 
ardous waste (HHW) collections 
and CRT and television collec- 
tions in the spring and fall. 
Leaves are collected from curb- 
side six weeks in the fall, this year 
until Dec. 1, except during the 
week of Thanksgiving. Residents 
may also take leaves and grass 
clippings to the town compost site 
on High Plain Road. Check the 
“Andover Recycles” brochure for 
details about HHW, CRT and leaf 


collections.
